Didsbury RCMP said a sub¬ 


sequent investigation of the fire 
scene with Red Deer fire in¬ 
vestigators showed the explo¬ 
sion which destroyed the house 
8 km southwest of Didsbury 
had been caused by a leak in an 
unused propane tank located 
beside the home. 

The explosion rocked the 
quiet countryside, jolting 
neighbors out of bed shortly 
after 11 p.m. on Friday. The 
home, owned by Cecil and Eb- 
ba Weber, was completely de¬ 
stroyed by the explosion and 
resulting fire. Both Webers had 
been home at the time of the 
accident. Didsbury RCMP said 
Ebba had been blown clear of 
the house, suffering cuts and 
other injuries. She was taken to 
Mountain View Health Care 
Centre for treatment. Cecil 
Weber is still missing, although 
a body found in the house is 
believed to be his. RCMP are 
awaiting from the Medical Ex¬ 
aminers office for positive in- 
dentification. 

In Didsbury, shocked 
friends and neighbors of the 
Webers have been pulling 
together to support the family. 
Tom Hilchie, Assistant Pastor of 
the Didsbury Missionary 
Church which both Ebba and 
Cecil attended, said he has 
been impressed by the re¬ 
sponse. 

"The response has been 
super, people have been phon¬ 
ing and friends have been tak¬ 
ing the family in," he said. 
"These are some of the things 
that they really need right 
now." 

Hilchie said the church has 
given the family $500 for now 
to buy new clothes for Ebba 
from an established church 
emergency fund. Money and 
donated household goods have 
also been collected but Hilchie 
said a formal collection will not 
be organized until more infor- 
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At The Kitchen Table 
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Big news this week is the resignation of Don Getty. Mr. Getty 
has been Premier of Alberta for seven years and a member of 
Alberta's Conservative government for a total of 25 years. His 
resignation came as a complete surprise to this constituents, the 
general public, the media and most of the cabinet. His reasons for 
leaving are personal and based mainly on a desire for some private 
life, some family time, a chance to do something else with his life. 
That's what he says, that's what I choose to believe. 

Within minutes of the announcement, reports were doing 
street interviews in our major cities, swarming his Stettler riding 
and thrusting their microphones into the faces of combining 
farmers and coffee shop customers. Phone-in shows had only one 
topic and at about 12 to 1 the good and loyal citizens of Alberta 
said things like, "about time", "good thing", "I'm delighted", 
"that's great news." 

How silly. How can anyone imagine that the resignation of one 
man, especially one man who is the Premier of a Canadian prairie 
province, will make one speck of difference in the overall scheme 
of things. It is true that the Conservatives took over a debt free 
province and that now we owe billions, but that didn't happen just 
in the last 7 years. It's true that dreadful mistakes have been made 
and one doesn't have to be terribly aware politically to remember 
NovAtel, P.W.A., the Pocklington fiasco, and the Principal Affair, 
but much of that is Lougheed Legacy. It is true that some Alberta 
environmentalists consider these last years to have been a disaster, 
but if the Old Man Dam is a mistake and the pulp mills a 
catastrophe, can we in all conscience lay the blame on Don Getty 
and more to the point, what makes people imagine that his resigna¬ 
tion improve our economic situation? Will it create jobs for the 
unemployed? Get people off of welfare? Find markets for recycled 
products? Keep dropouts in school? Fund women's shelters? Clean 
up the justice system? Get real. 

I guess it is human nature to want to blame someone and cer¬ 
tainly someone must take ultimate responsibility, so I guess it's 
natural to blame the Premier, but I'm not convinced that this is fair. 

I think we must all take some responsibility and I think that we 
must face the fact that one man or even one party can't right all 
wrongs, can't cure all ills. 

Every person whom I know, who took a position of authority, 
did so with the hope of making things better. Practically every one 
of them was hailed as a saviour when they began and vilified as a 
scoundrel during their tenure. We do this to our leaders and most 
especially to our politcal leaders. I don't know why anybody takes 
an office in Canada. It's a sure road to public crucification and per¬ 
sonal torment. One would have to be very dedicated and very 
tough to survive at all. 

I don't know Don Getty but I want to belive that he is a decent 
human being. I've never spoken to him, never so much as ex¬ 
changed a wave with him but I know (with varying degrees of in¬ 
timacy) Roy Brassard, Connie Osterman, Bob Clark, Grant 
McEwan, my dad—Glen Johnston (who was an M.L.A. for 15 years) 
and my brother Dale (who recently became a Reform candidate). 
These are all decent people whose main interest was or is in im¬ 
proving the world they and their children inhabit. All of them, 
given half a chance, will do the best they can. None of them 
deserve to be branded as opportunists or scoundrels. 

There is a little underground movement afoot. It is called, 
"Practise random kindness and senseless acts of beauty." I think it 
is a wonderful idea and maybe if each of us would try it the world 
would become a better place. Today instead of cursing the 
darkness, try praising the light, instead of dwelling on our in¬ 
justices, be grateful that you're not a refugee from some ghastly 
ethnic cleansing or picking up after Hurricane Andrew. Take some 
soup to a shut-in, phone a new neighbor, hug your kid, offer to 
shop for the new mom across the street. And maybe you could 
even send a little note of encouragement to Don Getty.

Getty resignation called 
timely

Last week's announcement 
of the resignation of Premier Don 
Getty is being called timely by 
local provincial politics. 

Both Conservative ML A Roy 
Brassard and his Liberal oppon¬ 
ent Donna Cole agree the 
retirement announcement came 
at the right time. 

Brassard, who is also Minis¬ 
ter Responsible for Seniors, said 
he respects the Premier's deci¬ 
sion to step down. 

"I suppose it is time," he 
said. "I think that man has had 
more pressure put on him than 
anyone I have ever seen before. I 
do have to honestly say that it is 
unfortunate that the Don Getty I 
know from caucus and meetings 
is not the same Don Getty that 
has been portrayed in the 
media." 

Brassard said he believes 
the resignation announcement 
came at the right time to help 
bolster the lagging popularity of 
the provincial Conservative par¬ 
ty. 

"We need a leader that's 
full of energy and I think the 
resurgence in the party will help 
give it a fresh outlook," he said. 
"I think it will help that the party 
is looking for a new vision There 
is a perception out there, people 
are looking in a new direction. I 
think this change will be good for 
our party." 

But Gole, recently elected as 
the Liberal candidate of the 


Olds/Didsbury seat, does not 
believe a simple change in the 
leadership will save the Tory 
government. 

"I'm not sure his replace¬ 
ment will be able to change the 
momentum of the province," she 
said "People are looking for 
more honesty and accountability. 
The Liberals are already ahead in 
the polls and I think it's going to 
take more than one man to 
change that." 

Both Gole and Brassard also 
agree that while Getty has 
suffered from a number of 
difficulties since taking over the 
Tory leadership from Peter 
Lougheed in 1985, he has 


managed to successfully reach 
one goal 

"I think he finished what he 
set out to do," said Brassard "A 
year ago, who would have ever 
thought that Ontario or Quebec 
would agree to an equal number 
of seats in a new Senate Yet he 
managed to persuade them." 

Getty's resignation leaves a 
wide space for a new leader to 
takeover No obvious candidates 
are in the forefront, but 
speculation continues. Brassard 
said he is not aware of any names 
he would like to support as of yet, 
but does speculate that a 
provincial election will probably 
be called by June of 1993.

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Didsburians head for war again

More present and former 
town residents will again face 
war as they are shipped out to the 
war-torn country formerly known 
as Yugoslavia 

Three Didsburians will be 
sent off somewhere within the 
fighting countries of Serbia and 
Croatia as part of peace keeping 
forces organized by the Canadian 
Military and the United Nations 

Ted McCreary, a constable 
with the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment (or the past 6 years, will be 
the first from Didsbury to be 
shipped overseas McCreary, 
who has been with the RCMP for 
18 years, was one of 7 officers 
from Alberta chosen to become 
part of the United Nations' 
forces. 

"This is a UN thing through 
the RCMP although it really 
doesn't have much to do with the 
RCMP," he said. "It's more of a 
peace keeping thing. I know 
there isn't going to be any 
fighting, but other than that, I'm 
not really sure what we are going 
to do." 

McCreary leaves Didsbury 
this Saturday for Ottawa where 


he and the other 6 RCMP officers 
from around Alberta will be 
briefed before they are shipped 
out He will spend the next 8 
months in Yugoslavia before 
returning to the province 

"I really wanted to do this," 
he said "I get the travel 
experience and if I can make any 
kind of a contribution I will. I look 
at it as more of an adventure than 
of going to work. I've never been 
towar before I'm also sure that I 
will come home with a greater 
appreciation of Canada than 
when I left." 

"The only bad part about all 
of this is that I am subject to 
transfer anywhere in Alberta 
when Iget back," McCreary 
added "I'm really hoping I get to 
come back here." 

Two other former residents, 
whose families still reside in 
Didsbury, are also awaiting final 
orders to ship out to Croatia. 
Todd Carstairs and Calvin Koch, 
both with the military, are 
expected to leave sometime later 
this month or in early October 

This will be the second time 
Carstairs' mother, Town Council¬ 
lor Marjorie Malinowski, will 


wave her son off to war And this 
time, as last time, she wants to 
ensure that her son and the 
others being sent over, retain 
their ties to home 

"I'm going to be starting off 
a letter writing campaign again," 
Malinowski said. "I originally got 
the idea during the Gulf Crisis as 
I was watching Good Morning 
America. There were 2 retired 
Marines on and they were talking 
about how important it was to 
them to get letters from home." 

Malinowki said the last 
effort received a tremendous 
response and she hopes the same 
will happen again with the new 
troops about to be sent 

'' Todd has told me that it is a 
really lonely time to be out on 
manoeuvres and not know what is 
going on in the world and at 
home, so I really hope people get 
involved and write to anyone over 
there. It's really so rewarding." 

Malinowski said letters to 
soldiers can be sent two ways; by 
sending the letter postage-free 
through your Member of Parlia¬ 
ment or by sending a stamped 
letter to: Canadian Soldiers, 
Canadian Contingent, CFPO 


5003, Bellville, Ontario, KOK 
3R0. 

"It's not easy to write to 
someone you don't know," said 
Malinowski. "But it really does 
get easier as you do it. I just 


made sure I kept up on all the 
provincial and federal news and 
wrote about that It's also a good 
opportunity to ask questions 
about what is going on over 
there." 


Fire box proposal 
made

A proposal to equip all county schools with fire boxes 
has been made by the Mountain View Fire Protection Com¬ 
mittee. 

John Whitesell, Chairman of the MVFPC and Chief of the 
Sundre Fire Department made the proposal at the last county 
school board meeting. 

The boxes, unmarked, tamperproof and bolted to the 
wall, holds a key which allows fire personnel access to the 
school should a fire alarm sound. The boxes can only be 
opened by one key which can not be duplicated. 

Whitesell said using the boxes could help save time and 
damage to county school buildings, but while school trustees 
agreed on the benefits of the boxes they were concerned 
about the possible security risks. The school board decided 
to look further into the matter and reconsider the proposal at 
the next meeting.

The opportunity to write letters to soldiers stationed 
in the war-torn countries of Croatia and Serbia is 
something no one should miss. Learning first hand 
about what is going on in a country embroiled in a civil 
conflict such as in the former Yugoslavia can show us 
exactly how valuable our own country is and it will also 
help to keep our soldiers in touch with a real, more 
stable world. 

Having that kind of personal involvement in such a 
horrific event is also a way to keep us in touch with the 
problems right here at home. The conflict that rages in 
Yugoslavia has gone on for thousands of years, as it has 
in Ireland, and while it may seem unlike anything that 
has happened in Canada, it does give us another per¬ 
spective on the aboriginal situation and the potential 
conflict that is brewing between western and eastern 
Canada. 

Canadians may not believe that Canada could be 
reduced to such an intense regional hatred but the con¬ 
flicts we see around the world these days have started in 
much the same manner; regionalism that grew to fan- 
ticism. 

In this age of electronic media and exaggerated 
movie plots, having a real-life, up front view of what is 
going on is a valuable resource. Teachers are jumping at 
the chance to get their students involved. What better 
way to learn? 

But besides rewarding yourself by sitting down to 
write, you can also make the day of a soldier who feels 
completely out of touch with his or her own world. Be¬ 
ing almost alone in a shell shocked country far from 
home is a hard way to live, just ask any veteran. Just a 
touch of local news, of mundane events can make a 
soldier remember exactly what they are there for. 

So write a letter, get your kids to write letters. Talk 
to the soldiers about the sights they are seeing and learn 
from other people's mistakes. It will help to remind 
them of home and the sanity here while teaching us 
about the insanity of war there.

It is excellent ,that such 
action is being taken, but, along 
with treating the symptoms, why 
don't we look at preventative 
measures against sexual mis¬ 
treatment of children as well 
Many qualified professionals are 
linking pornography to sexual 
violence Highly respected psy¬ 
chologist, Dr James Dobson, 
proved that, for certain men, 
pornography is addictive much 
like alcohol or drugs. 

It is noteworthy that in 
Oklahoma County, U S. since 
more than 150 sex-oriented 
businesses were closed down by 
the County District Attorney's 
office in 1983, there has been a 
46 8% difference in the number 


of rapes and sexual assaults 
committed there (Okla Bureau of 
Investigation) 

Compare this with what our 
government is doing here. In 
Alberta hundreds of the youth 
are allowed to indecently expose 
themselves in public—all the way 
from Peace River to Lethbridge 
12-14 hours a day, 7 days a week 
for big bucks. The family 
oriented Cetty government bow¬ 
ed to profiteers in the alcohol 
trade to rule recently it will 
continue to license live porno as a 
marketing tool for booze in bars 
despite the fact that nudity plus 
booze spells danger.

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Local cheese wins gold medal

Local cheese makers Neapo- 
lis Dairy Products are winning 
rave reviews for a new product 
scheduled to hit the market this 
month. 

A new double cream brie, 
which” part owner Bruce Engel 
said should hit the store shelves 
by the end of September, was 
recently awarded a gold medal at 
the Pacific National Exhibition in 
Vancouver. 

"We are trying to take the 
market away from F rench bries in 
the supermarkets," said Engel. 
"So we are really pleased to win 


this. Having the gold medal will 
make things a little bit easier 
when we go to market it." 

Neapolis Dairy Products Ltd 
has been making cheese in the 
Lone Pine area since 1961 E ngel 
said the new double cream brie, 
which will be called Omega, is 
the only one to be made west of 
Quebec 

"We have always concentra¬ 
ted on specialty products," he 
said. "We want to make our own 
little niche in the market." 

Neapolis products include a 
single cream brie, camembert, 
limburger, quark and Parisee 


cream cheese. 

The new double cream brie 
is made by adding more cream. 
E ngel said the company flew a 
cheesemaker from Denmark over 
to show them how it was done. 

Currently, Engel said the 
company is working on packaging 
sizes for the new cheese before it 
will be shipped to the grocery 
stores. Neapolis is also busy 
entering the cheese in other 
national cheese competitions. 

"Having another gold medal 
when you compete with all the 
cheeses from across Canada 
certainly doesn't hurt," he said.

CMHC forecasts steady 
housing recovery 


Total national housing starts 
are forecast to reach 167,000 
units this year and increase 
further to 187,000 units in 1993, 
according to Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporations' third 
quarter National Housing Out¬ 
look, released recently 

"Activity on the new and 
existing market will improve in 
response to the lowest interest 
rates in more than 20 years, and 
to the two federal housing 
programs supporting home own¬ 
ership," explained Cities Proulx, 
Chief economist at CMHC's 
Market Analysis Centre 

"The improvement, how¬ 
ever, will be subdued, reflecting, 
the gradual recovery in job 
makrets and the economy, as 
well as special factors limiting 
activity in several provinces," 
added Proulx 

These factors include lower 


social housing activity in Ontario, 
a pent-up demand that is largely 
met in Quebec, lot supply 
constraints in B.C. and a weak 
Newfoundland economy. 

Construction of single-de 
tached dwellings is expected to 
rise by 5.7 per cent to 91,500 
units this year and by 19.1 per 
cent to 109,000 units in 1993 
Multiple starts are expected to be 
up 8 4 per cent to 75,500 units in 
1992 and 3.3 per cent to 78,000 
units in 1993. 

Provincial Highlights 

British Columbia and the 
Prairie provinces will lead the 
housing recovery this year with 
construction activity up more 
than 20 per cent in all four 
provinces. At the same time, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia and New¬ 
foundland will suffer drops of 
more than 10 per cent 

In 1993, Ontario, Nova 


Scotia and Manitoba will register 
increases of more than 15 per 
cent. Other provinces will show 
smaller increases except for 
Saskatchewan where a marginal 
decline is expected 
Resale Activity And House Price 
F ore cast 

The resale market should 
show moderate growth over the 
next 18 months Sales of existing 
homes are expected to rise 
slightly by more than 5 per cent 
both in 1992 and 1993 

The gradual recovery and 
concentrated activity on the 
first-time home buyer market 
should result in only marginal 
price increases. Notable excep¬ 
tions include B C., where prices 
will rise by more than 10 per cent 
in both 1992 and 1993 due to 
supply constraints, and lower 
prices in Ontario and Newfound¬ 
land this year

As well, adding specialized 
equipment to swathers and 
combine tables will help effec¬ 
tively cut flattened, tangled and 
lodged crops. This includes 
pickup reels, lifter fingers, 
plastic-covered skid plates and 
cutterbars, power dividers and 
flexible cutterbars. 

“While pickup reels offer 
the most advantages in handling 
a tangled crop, their availability 
will be at a premium given the 
number of producers now looking 
for them,” he says. 

Pickup reels are most 
effective when a crop is tangled 
with stems lying helter-skelter 
Often with this type of lodging, 
the crop canopy is still tall 
enough for the reel fingers to 
work Then, with the cutterbar 
close to the ground, a pickup reel 
can lift and move most of the crop 
to be cut.

The Canadian Wheat Board 
has announced a number of 
Guaranteed Delivery Contract 
Programs for farmers with higher 
grades of Red Spring Wheat, Red 
Winter Wheat and Durum. 

The Board said that these 
contract programs are being 
implemented to secure supplies 
of high grade grain to take 
maximum advantage of market 
opportunities in the 1992-93 crop 
year The Wheat Board expects 
that the unusually early frost and 
snow in Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan recently, combined with the 
overall lateness of the crop, could 
result in a shortage of high 
grades of wheat and durum 

The grains involved in the 
Contract Programs being an¬ 
nounced and the deadlines for 
applying are as follows:

requirements. 

The total tonnage accepted 
by the Board for each program 
will be determined by market 
requirements If applications 
exceed these requirements, pro¬ 
ducers will be advised of any 
proportionate reductions within 
20 days of the application 
deadline. 

Once contract tonnage is 
agreed upon, producers are 
assured that full delivery oppor¬ 
tunity will be given during the 
crop year. 

Producers who are unsure of 
the grade and protein of their 
Red Spring Wheat, and who wish 
to obtain a contract, may submit 
a representative sample to their 
grain company or directly to the 
Canadian Grain Commission. 
However, this is not a require¬ 
ment to apply for a contract 

The Board has already 
mailed contract forms to all 
elevator managers for the 1 
CWRS 14 5% protein program, 
the Durum program and the Red 
Winter Wheat program These 
should be available to farmers at 
their local elevator early this 
week Contract forms for the 1 
CWRS 13.5% protein program 
and the 1 CWRS program will be 
available at elevators in approxi¬ 
mately two weeks.

is uniformly flat in one direction, 
the pickup reel might not be able 
to pick up the crop, and lifter 
fingers are needed to lift the crop 
into the cutterbar 

Lifter fingers, placed every 
to 12 to 16 inches along a 
cutterbar, can lift a completely 
flattened crop They are most 
effective when cutting across or 
at an angle to the lean. Most 
equipment dealers carry them as 
a stock item, and they come in 
two types. Spring ones work well 
in most crops, while rigid fingers 
work well in viny crops such as 
peas and canola, and in muddy 
conditions 

When wet and muddy soil 
conditions come with flattened 


crops, adding Ultra High Molecu¬ 
lar Weight Plastic (UHMWP) to 
the cutterbar and skid shoes will 
decrease mud and soil buildup. 
UHMWP is available from most 
plastic suppliers as well as some 
farm supply stores. 

Handling viny crops may 
required two other types of 
special equipment: power divid¬ 
ers and flexible cutterbars. 
“Power dividers are a must," 
says Eliason "They provide a 
vertical cutting action at the table 
edge allowing for faster travel 
speeds and reduced crop losses.” 
If producers use only one power 
divider, they may need to switch 
from going back and forth across 
their fields, to going around he

"You have to take care if you 
add lifters to a flexible cutter 
bar,” he warns. “Stones and 
field surface variations can cause 
considerable damage if a lifter 
gouges and bends a flexible 
cutterbar."

abuse allegations denied 


By Janice Harrington 

Allegations of physical and 
verbal abuse in a Sundre seniors 
home have been denied by the 
home's administrative organiza¬ 
tion. 

John Crimstead, Chairman 
of the Mount View Foundation 
which runs the Foothills Retreat 
in Sundre, said any allegations 
made have come out of personal 
problems. 

"These allegations are total¬ 
ly unfounded," he said "This 
basically comes from people in 
the lodges that perhaps do have a 
problem with depression and 
make mountains out of mole¬ 
hills." 

Grimstead's denial of the 
allegations of abuse at the 
Sundre Lodge came after a 
Health F acilities Review Commit¬ 
tee visited the seniors home last 
Wednesday It was the second 
time the lodge had been 
investigated by the Committee 
since they received 28 complaints 
from residents and relatives last 
J une 

Molly Warring, Vice Chair¬ 
man of the Review Committee 
said the second visit was a 
followup to their first investiga¬ 
tion. 

"We did make recommenda¬ 
tions to the F oundation after our 
first visit," Warring said "The 
second visit was to see if those 
recommendations were follow¬ 


ed" 

The Health Facilities Review 
Committee was established in 
1973 under a provincial act which 
empowers the committee to 
investigate long-term care hos¬ 
pitals and seniors lodges War¬ 
ring said routine reviews of 
homes are usually made every 16 
to 18 months, although complaint 
investigations are generally giv¬ 
en first priority 

Committee findings are only 
released to the foundations which 
run the homes 

But while Crimstead denies 
the allegations of abuse in the 
Foothills Retreat, he does admit 
there have been problems in the 
lodge. 

"The board has tried to be 
objective about the recommenda¬ 
tions we received from the review 
and we believe we have been able 
toaddress the shortcomings," he 
said "They were largely house¬ 
keeping But we also hired a 
person from Alberta Health to 
come in and do an independent 
review as well We received her 
report Augsut 20 Her survey 
showed numbers which would 
indicate not total satisfaction but 
almost." 

Crimstead said the maiority 
of complaints about abuse stem 
from some disgruntled employ¬ 
ees as well from the emotionally 
charged problems which arise 


from his organizations trying to 
take care of elderly people 
beyond their mandate 

"We are struggling with the 
long-term care problems People 
are getting older and more frail 
and they have no place to go so 
we try to accommodate them 
despite the fact that we are not 
equipped for it. We are not 
without some disgruntled people, 
but it is outside of our ability to 
cope with personal problems "

Tax deferral 
announced 
for breeding 
livestock 

Cattle producers in desig¬ 
nated areas of southern Alberta 
and southwest Saskatchewan are 
eligible for a one-year tax 
deferral on 1992 income from 
drought-induced sales of breed¬ 
ing livestock 

The deferral, announced 
today by federal Agriculture 
Minister Bill McK night, allows 
eligible producers to exclude part 
of the proceeds of breeding stock 
sales from their taxable income, 
for a period of one year. This will 
provide funds for the future 
replenishment of breeding 
stocks 

"The deferral will give 
assistance to owners of breeding 
livestock who are forced to sell all 
or part of their herd, because of 
drought conditions affecting feed 
and water supplies," Mr Me- 
K night said 

The designated areas were 
determined by soil moisture and 
water supply conditions during 
the 1992 growing season Other 
areas of the Prairies are also 
being examined for drought 
conditions and may become 
eligible for the tax deferral. 

Producers who took advan¬ 
tage of the deferral in 1991 may 
do so again in 1992, providing 
they still reside in an eligible 
farming area In this case, the 
1991 tax deferral may be 
extended for an additional year 

Eligible producers will be 
able to request this deferral when 
filing their 1992 tax returns, 
according to National Revenue 
Minister Otto Jelinek 

Interested livestock produc¬ 
ers may contact their district 
taxation office to determine 
eligibility for the deferral pro¬ 
gram

Do farm families plan on a 
long-term basis for the succes¬ 
sion of their business? 

This issue was addressed in 
a recent research document 
called Generations in Alberta 
Farming Families Written by 
Keating and Munro at the 
University of Alberta, the docu¬ 
ment was completed in August of 
1991 with assistance from Alber¬ 
ta Agriculture Seventy-four farm 
families were interviewed. Here 
is the summary on planning for 
business succession: 

"Almost all respondents 
except daughters-in-law say that 
they have had family discussions 
about the future of the business. 
We don't know very much about 
the content of these discussions, 
although it seems that the timing 
and meaning of retirement are 
not fully d ; scussed in these 
families As many as 30% of 
farmers do not plan to retire at 
all Yet receiving generation men 
and women all expect to stay 
farming. Families might be able 
to do more informed transfer 
planning if they better under¬ 



stood how each viewed retire¬ 
ment and the ideal tiem of entry 
and exit." 

As always, the issue of 
retirement planning in the family 
business is complex (to say the 
least). It's important to sit down 
and discuss the plan as a family, 
including all members. 

Children working into the 
farm want some idea of how the 
farm dispersal will happen. They 
need some idea of their future in 
the family business. Parents are 
often still young at this stage, 
with no intention to retire. 
Discussions can still occur and 
decisions can be made without 
the parents moving into retire¬ 
ment. Then both generations will 
clearly understand the future 
direction of the farm business. 
The parents will gain as well, 
from having a long-term retire¬ 
ment plan

Diarrhea Can Be Deadly 

Acute diarrhea is one of the 
most common illnesses in early 
childhood Anyone who is the 
primary diaper changer is well 
aware of this. 

First of all it is important to 
distinguish between acute and 
chronic diarrhea A child who 
soils more than one diaper a day 
and has very loose bowel 
movements on an ongoing basis 
would fall into the chronic 
category. Acute diarrhea is 
usually accompanied by vomiting 
and fever It comes on quickly 
and the infant will show signs of 
ill health (crankiness, disturbed 
activity patterns). 

Acute diarrhea, although 
common, is not to be taken 
lightly. In the United States, 
approximately 500 deaths a year 
are a result of the dehydration 
caused by acute diarrhea In the 
past, this condition was treated 
by giving clear fluids such as 
water, juice, pop, jello and soup. 
It has been found that not only 
does this practice not help, it may 
further aggravate the diarrhea 

When one is dehydrated, as 
in the case of acute diarrhea, the 
electrolytes are out of balance. 


E lectrolytes are charged atoms of 
minerals such as sodium, potas¬ 
sium, and chloride The objective 
of treatment is to bring them 
back into balance. 

The - best method of treat¬ 
ment available today is to use 
specially prepared products 
available in pharmacies under 
advice of your doctor. These 
commercially prepared products 
are referred to as oral-rehydra¬ 
tion therapy fluids They are to 
be used only in cases of 
dehydration brought on by 
vomiting and diarrhea, with your 
doctor's advice. 

As soon as possible, feeding 
is to be started. A normal variety 
of foods is recommended. Food 
hastens recovery, improves nutri¬ 
tional health and lessens the 
severity of repeat episodes of 
diarrhea. 

For more information on 
infant diarrhea, talk to your 
physician or Community Health 
Nurse. Wendy Benson, R D is 
the Community Nutritionist at 
Mount View Health Unit.
